The system of Public Inst i-uot ion adopted by the State of 
Michigan in its Primary and Normal Schools, and in the general 
organization of the University, conforms to the Prussian system in 
those liberal and benign points which have made this system to be 
regarded as the most perfect in the world. 

With respect to the Primary Schools, the Constitution has 
ordained that " a school shall be kept, without charge for tuition, 
at least three months in each year, in every school district in the 
State ; and all instruction in said schools shall be conducted in the 
English Language." These schools it is designed to make as com- 
prehensive and perfect as possible. To this end a system of Union 
Schools is going into operation, constituted by grouping together 
several district schools. By this means, the mat'eriel of learning is 
increased, the course of study enlai^ed, and more competent teachers 
are provided. 

The Union Schools will become the elementary classical and 
scientific schools, preparatory to the Collegiate or Gymnastic De- 
I partment of the University. 

In the University all the Faculties are organized, «'ith the excep- 
tion of the Theological, which will be left to the different denomina- 
tions. It is to be hoped, however, that schools of Theology will be 
established at Ann Arbor. In some departments of Theological 
Science it may be possible for the different denominations to unite 
in establishing common professorships ; in others, they will natu- 
rally choose to have separate professorships. But every one will 
perceive, at once, the advantages to be derived from collecting all 
the learned Faculties in one place, where the students can enjoy 
the common benefit of the University library, and attend, at their 
pleasure, while engaged in particular professional studies, lectures 
on other branches of literature and science. Thus, too, a more

general spirit of scholarship wili bo awakened, and a more generous 
competition kept alive. 

In the Department of Science, Literature, and The Arta, that 
grade of studies has been established wliich in our country is usually 
designated as the Collegiate or Undergraduate. This, in all our 
colleges, corresponds in general to the course in tlie Gymnasia of 
Germany. In the University of Michigan, it ia a cardinal object 
to make this correspondence as complete as possible. Hence it is 
proposed to make the studies here pursued not only introductory to 
professional studies, and to studies in the higher branches of science 
and literature, but also to embrace such studies as are more par- 
ticularly adapted to agriculture, the mechanic arts, and to the 
industrial arts generally. Accordingly, a distinct Scientific Course 
has been added, running parallel to the Classical Course, and e.v- 
tending through the same term of four years, embracing the same 
number of classes, with the same designations. In this Course, a 
more extended range of Mathematics and the Natural Sciences, to- 
gether with English La guig -ind L terature, ia substituted for the 
Greek and Latin Languagei St Je ts who have in view particular 
branches, as connected n n ed ■itely with their pursuits in life, and 
who do not aim at gene al sc e t tic or litorary study, are admitted 
to Optional Courses. 

The design of the R ge ts -t d Faculty is, to make the Collegiate 
or Gymnastic Department as ample and rich as possible, and to 
adapt it to the wants of all classes of students that properly come 
within its range. 

The Classical Course, and also the Scientific, whether full or 
partial, are eonducted by the University Faculty of Science, Litei'a- 
ture, and The Arts. 

But the Regents and Faculty cannot forget that a system of 
Public Instruction can never be complete without the highest form 
of education, any more than without that primary education which 
ia the natural and necessary introduction to the whole. The Under- 
graduate Course, after all that can bo done to perfect it, is still 
limited to a certain number of years, and necessarily embraces only 
a limited range of studies. After this must come professional 
studies, and more extended studies in Science, Literature, and the 
Arts ; which alone can lead to profound and finished schoiarahip. 
In such a system of education, that which forma the culmination of 
the whole cannot be discarded. An institution cannot deserve the 
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ORGANIZATION OF THE rNIVGESITY. A6 

name of a University which does not aim, in. all the maliriel of 
learning, in the Professorships which it establishes, and in the whole 
scope of its provisions, to make it possible for every student to 
study what he pleases, and to any extent he pleases. Nor can it be 
regarded aa consistent with the spirit of a free country to deny to 
its citizens the possibilities of the highest knowledge. 

The University Course is already, in part, opened in the Depart- 
ment of Science and Letters, where courses of lectures are given 
for those who have graduated at this or other institutions, and for 
those who, in other ways, have made such preparations as may en- 
able them to attend upon them with advantage. These lectures, in 
accordance with the educational system of Germany and France, 
will form the proper development of the University, in distinction 
from the College or the Gymnasium now in operation. Such a 
scheme requires, in addition to the Observatory, already erected, a 
large increase of the library and philosophical apparatus, and a 
gradual increase of the number of Professors. A great work, it 
will require great means: but, when once accomplished, it will 
constitute the glory of our State, and give us an Indisputable pre- 
eminence. 

The Medical a,nA Law Deparhnenls, already established, belong 
to the University proper. Here instruction is carried on by lec- 
tures ; and it is presumed that student*, by the aid of these lectures, 
— the design of which is to present to them a complete outline of 
Medical and Legal Science, and to direct them in their studies, — by 
the study of learned works, and by availing themselves of all the 
preparations made for the thorough study of their Profession, shall 
bo enabled to compose the theses and pass the examinations which 
are to test their scholarship, and prove them worthy of being ad- 
mitted aa " Doctors of Medicine/' and " Bachelors of Law."

The first is in honor of the 
services rendered to Classical Education by President Woolsey, of 
Yale College ; the second, in honor of the Hon. Henry Barnard, 
President of the University of Wisconsin, who has done so much to 
promote the cause of Popular Education. 

The Scientific Scholarships have been named the Hoaphton 
Scholarship and the Pierce Scholarship. ITie first, in remembrance 
of the services rendered to the State and the University by the late 
DouoLAss Houghton, M. D. ; the second, in remembrance of the 
devotion to the cause of Education in Michigan shown by the Hon. 
Jobs D. Pierce.

.ring the third year of the course, there will be at least two 
9 caeli diiy ; one consisting of lectures and examinations 
upon the subject mentioned in the course, the other of field-work 
and draughting. Astronomy and Geology will make a third exer- 
cise, so long as they continue. 

During the first year (eijuivalent to the second year of the 
Scientific Course) the elementary principles of Surveying and 
Graphics are taught. Students are required to adjust the instru- 
ments ; make surveys, compute and map them ; to make isometri- 
ca! and perspective drawings of objects placed before them in the 
drawing-room ; and to apply the principles of Shades and Shadows. 
During the third year the student is required to make a daily appli- 
cation of the theory to practical problems. 

The preceding course is intended for graduates ; but students 
are allowed to pursue any particular branch of engineering for which 
they arc prepared.

XIII.-DI8CIPLIHE. 

The rules of the University require that every student should 
be in his place, at all stated exercises, from the opening to the close 
of each semester. 

Every instance of absence, tardiness, or failure in recitation, 
unless satisfactory excuse be rendered to the proper officer, at or 
be/ore the time of its occurrence, is reported to the Faculty. 

Absences are excused a/ler their occurrence only by vote of the 
Faculty, satisfactory explanation being made in writing, either by 
the student or by his parent or guardian. 

All unexcused delinquencies are registered ; and when the num- 
ber amounts to five, or any number more than five and less than 
ten, notice thereof is given to the student, and to his parent or 
guardian. 

When the number of unexcused delinquencies amounts to len, 
the student ceases to be a member of the University. 

Students are also dismissed whenever, in the opinion of the 
Faculty, they may be pursuing a course of conduct calculated to be 
detrimental to. themselves and to the University. 

Students who are not in their places at the opening of the se- 
mester, must present written excuses from their parents or guardians 
for the delay. 

Students are not allowed to absent themselves from town with- 
out permission from the President. 

The Undergraduate Students are required to attend prayers 
daily in the College Chapel, and public worship on the Sabbath at 
any one of the churches in the city of Ann Arbor which their parents 
guardians may select.

II.— The Highei 

The Higher Degrees conferred in this Department are those of 
Master of Arts and Master of Science. 

They are conferred, respectively, upon Bachelors of Arts and 
Bachelors of Science, according to the following conditions ; 

1. The candidate must be a graduate either of this or of some 
other collegiate institution empowered to confer degrees. 

2. He must pursue at least two of the courses in each semester, 
designated in the following programme, 

3. He must sustain an examination before the Faculty, in at 
least three of the studies so attended — the studies to be elected by 
the candidate. 

4. He must present a thesis to the Faculty, on one of the sub- 
jccts chosen for examination. 

The second Degree may thus be obtained, on examination, one 
year after the first Degree. 

The Masters' Degree will also continue to be conferred, as hith- 
erto, upon graduates of three years' standing, who shall have en- 
gaged, during that period, in professional, or in literary and scientific 

The above-described higher courses will not be restricted to grad- 
uates and candidates for the second Degrees, but will be open to all 
who shall give satisfactory evidence of ability to profit by them.

EvERv candidate for admission shall exhibit to the Faculty satis- 
factory evidence of a good moral and intellectual character, a good 
English Education, including a proper knowledge of the English Lan- 
guage, and a, respectable acquaintance with its literature, and with 
the art of composition ; a fair knowledge of the Natural Sciences, 
and at least of the more elementary mathematics, including the chief 
elements of Algebra and Geometry, and such a knowledge of the 
Latin Language as will enable him to read current prescriptions, 
and appreciate the technical language of the Natural Sciences and of 
Medicine. 

Students are expected to be in attendance upo 
the term, as the regular course of instruction will 
and continue fi-om, that day ; and, by the rule i 
ismed only for the period of actual attendance. 

II. — Courso of Instruction. 



The Annual Session commences on the first day of October, and 
continues until the last Wednesday of March. 

Four lectures are delivered daily. Previous to each lecture the 
students are carefully examined upon the subject of the preceding 
lecture. 

The total number of lectures in the term will thus be between 
six and seven hundred. 

In addition to this, the class is divided into sections for examina- 
tion of various tissues of the body by means of microscopes ; so that 
each student has repeated opportunities for becoming familiar with 
the minute structure of parts, and also the practical working of the

instruments; and on two dajs of each week— -Wednesday and Sat- 
urday—Clinics are held for both medical and surgical patients, when 
examinations are held, prescriptions made, and operations performed, 
gratuitously to the patients, in the presence of the class. 

HI. — Degrees. 

To be admitted to tho degree of " Doctor of Medicine," the stu- 
dent must exhibit evidence of having pursued the study of Medicine 
and Surgery for the term of three years, with some respectablo 
Practitioner of Medicine (including lecture terms) ; must have at- 
tended two full courses of lectures, the last of which must have been 
in the College of Medicine and Surgery of the University of Michi- 
gan, and the previous one in this or some other respectable Medical 
Institution ; must have been engaged in the study of Practical 
Anatomy ; must bo twenty-one years of age ; must have submitted 
to the Faculty a thesis, composed and written by himself, on some ! 
medical topic, and have passed an examination, at the close of the I 
term, satisfactory to the Faculty. | 

To encourage a higher grade of preliminary acquirement, an ; 
allowance of six months from the tenn of study is made in favor of 
graduates of the Department of Science and Arts, and of other j 
respectable Literary Colleges. 

Each candidate for graduation must so announce himself at the i 
commencement of his second course, and must be examined in , 
Anatomy, Physiology, Materia Medica, and Chemistry. He is also 
required, during the course, to submit to written examinations by 
each Professor, on some subject pertaining to his department, in 
order to further test his knowledge of such subjects, and his ability 
to express himself correctly in writing. His final thesis may he 
written either in English, German, French, or Latin; and, if re- 
quired, must be defended before the Faculty. 

The theses of successful candidates arc to be preserved among 
the archives of the College. 

IV.— General Observations. 

The University of Michigan has aimed to elevate the standard of 
medical attainments, as wili appear by consulting the requirements 
for a Medical Degree. Should the student enter upon the course 
with an inadequate preparation, still he cannot be admitted as a can- 
didate for the degree of M. D., nor hope to pass tho required exam-

Arrangements have been made by which an ample supply of 
materiel for the purpose of Practical Anatomy has been secured ; 
and special attention is devoted to rendering this important study as 
advantageous as possible to the student. Experience has shown that 
the materiel for this department can he furnished as abundantly, and 
at as low rates, as at any other Institution of the kind. 

The means of illustration in the Chemical Department and the 
Department of Materia Medica were, not long since, greatly in- 
creased by the imjwrtation from Paris of an extensive suite of rare 
and pure Chemicals, and of the various articles of Organic Materia 
Medica, put up in a beautiful and uniform style. The Chemical 
Apparatus and Surgical Instruments have also been much increased, 
and the means of illustrating cutaneous and other diseases from 
plates aiid models have become very extensive. 

Additions are constantly being made to the Museum, of Ana- 
tomical and Pathological specimens, as well as of specimens of 
the crude Materia Medica and of Pharmaceutical preparations. 
Various friends of the Institution have continued to manifest their 
kindness and interest by sending contributions to the different 
departments. 
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I. THE DEPARTMENT. 

The sueueSB of this Department has more than equaled the high- 
est expectations at the time it was first opened. It has been the 
endeavor, alike of the Regents and of the Faculty, to make the 
instruction imparted and the advantages afforded in this Department 
equal to any attainable elsewhere in the country ; and in this they 
believe they have been entirely successful. And they expect to 
spare no effort on their part to render it deserving, in the future, of 
a continually increasing prosperity, A new and spacious building 
has been erected for its accommodation, with ample debating and 
society rooms, and iu every respect the conveniences of tbe Depart- 
ment are now unsurpassed. 

II. TERMS OF ADMISSION. 

The sole requisites of admission are that the candidates should 
be eighteen years of age, and be furnished with certificates giving 
satisfactory evidence of good moral character. No previous course 
of reading is required, and the course of instruction for the two 
terms has been carefully arranged, with a view to enable students to 
enter profitably at any stage of their studies, and at either term, 

111, COURSE OF INSTRUCTION, 

The design of the Department is to give a course of instruction 
that shall fit young gentlemen for practice in any part of the coun- 
try. The course will embrace the several branches of Constitutional, 
International, Maritime, Commercial and Criminal Law, Medical 
Jurisprudence, and tho Jurisprudence of the United States ; and will 
include snch instruction in Common Law and Equity Pleading, Evi- 
dence and Practice, as will lay a substantial foundation for practice 
in all departments of the law. 

The course will bo continued through a period of two years, with 
one term in each year, commencing on the first day of October, and 
continuing until the Law Commencement in the last week of March 
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ensuing. Ten Lectures and examinations will be held each week 
during the term. For the first year they embrace the following 
subjects :

Moot Courts are held at least once a week during the term, for 
the argument of cases previously given out by the Professors to stu- 
dents designated to discuss them. They will be presided over by 
the Professor lecturing for the day, who, at the conclusion, will re- 
view the arguments, and give his decision upon the points involved. 
Club Courts will also be organized among the students, to be ar- 
ranged and conducted by themselves, with such assistance from the 
members of the Faculty as may be desired. These Courts, thua far, 
have been found both interesting and exceedingly useful. 
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IV. LIBRARY. 



A well-selected and very useful Law Library has been purchased, 
and arranged for the use of students, and which will be open for con- 
sultation at all reasonable hours. The rooms of the Professors 
adjoin the Library, and they will be ready at all times to furnish to 
students such aid in their studies and investigations as they may de- 
sire. The General Library of the University ig also at all times 
open to the students of this Department. 

V, DEGREES. 

The Degree of Bachelor of Laws will be conferred upon such 
students as shall pursue the full course of two years in this Depart- 
ment, and pass an approved examination. It wil! also be conferred 
on those who, having attended another Law School for a period 
equal to one year of our course, or practiced law for one year under 
a license from the highest Court of general jurisdiction in any State, 
shall also pursue one year's course in this Department, and pass a 
like examination. 

Candidates for Degrees must announce themselves as such to the 
Dean of the Faculty, at least three months before Commencement. 
They must be twenty-one years of age, and each will be required 
to prepare and deposit with the Faculty, at least one month before 
graduation, a dissertation not less than forty folios in length, on 
some le^l subject selected by himself These theses will be filed 
and preserved in the Library. 

VI. BOOKS. 

While several copies of each of the leading text-books will be 
found in the Library, it is exceedingly desirable that students should 
supply themselves with such as they may need at their rooms ; and 
each is advised to procure for himself the following :

These books will be found essential in subsequent practice, and 
it will greatly facilitate the studies of the student to have them at 
all times at hand. 
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VII. GENERAL REMARKS, 



The Fauultj" are frequently applied to by lettyr lor advice upon 
the question whetlier it is desirable to enter upon the study of the 
law and acquire some general knowledge of its principles before 
admission to this Department. It is somewhat difficult to lay down 
general i-ules that cjin be advantageously applied in all cases, but the 
Faculty are of the opinion tliat, fov the first year at least, more posi- 
tive benefit is received from the lectures, and liiore positive advance- 
ment in the law made, by students who have rea<l before eoming, at 
least, the Commentaries of Blackstone, than by those who are begin- 
ners here. But the Faculty are fully aware of the difficulty expe- 
rienced by the student in giving proper direction to hi,« reiwllng and 
investigations at the beginning, and they do not therefore make it a 
condition of admission that there shall be any prior leading in the 
law whatever. The want of such prior reading will doubtless in 
many eases be fully compensated in the aid the beginner may re- 
ceive here at the outset. It is not often that the student receives the 
needed assistance except in Law Schools. The active practitioner, 
engrossed with the cares of business, cannot — or, at least, as proved 
by experience, does not — give to the students who place themselves 
in his charge that attention and assistance essential to give a correct 
direction to their reading, and to tcai;h them to apply it usefully and 
aptly in their subsequent professional life. The reading of a student 
in a law office is practically the study of the law by himself and 
without assistance ; and lie neither acquires that familiarity with 
Ijooks and that facility of reference which it will be the aim of this 
Department to assist in lusquiring, nor does he learn anything of the 
practical application of legal principles, beyond what he may pick 
up from observation of the practice of his preceptor. The effort 
here will be to make, not theoretical merely, but practical lawyers : 
not to teach principles merely, but how to apply them.' To this end, 
the Moot Court will be made the forum for the discussion of such 
practical questions as must frequently arise in a professional career 
at the bar ; and the attention of the Faculty will be directed not less 
to the application of the points discussed to actual cases, than to the 
elucidation of the legal questions. An opportunity will be alforded 
all the students to participate in this Court, and they will at all 
times have such assistance in tjieir Club Courts as they may find 
themselves in need of. 
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And while thus endeavoring sedulously to impart iegil knowl- 
edge, the fact will not be lost sight of that a high moral standard is 
the most important requisite to a successful and honorable legal 
career ; and no pains will be spared in impressing this faet upon 
students, and in inculcating a high tone of professional ethics and 
action. 
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At the last annual meeting of the Regents, held in June, 1861, a 
Chair of Military Engineering and Tactics was established. Owing 
to the difficulty of procuring a suitable military man, during a war 
which makes such large demands uponjnilitary talent and qualifica- 
tions, no Professor has yet been appointed to this chwr. It is hoped, 
however, that one will soon be secured, when a full course of mili- 
tary instruction will be developed. 

As a temporary arrangement, the Professor of Civil Engineer- 
ing will give a course of lectures on Military Engineering during 
the second semester. 
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It is designed, as soon as pructieable, to organize a special de- 
partment under this head, where courses of lectures will bo given 
upon the theory of Agriculture as a science, and upon its special 
detwls. 

At present, lectui'es are given upon Botany, Zoiilogy, Geology, 
Mineralogy, and Chemistry, in which the application of these sciences 
to Agriculture is shown ; and,' in the Department of Practical Chem- 
istry, students have an opportunity to stucly and engage in the 
analysis of soils, and other analyses, tinder the siipervision of the 
Professor of Chemistry. 

It ia believed that when this coui-se comes into full operation, 
the collateral advant^es of its connection with the University, no 
less than the thoroughness and fitness of the course itself, will com- 
mend it in a high degree to the attention of the agriculturists of the 
State. 
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I. Libraries. 

The University Library, wliich lias heretofore been located in the South 
Building, will be removed before the beginning of another Collegiate year into 
tlie rery ample and coinmodioua Library Room, occnpjing the firat floor of the 
new and elegant building now nearly completed. In this new apartment tlie 
Library will in every reapect bo very much better accoramodated than over bo- 
fore; the apace ia ample for the convenience of all who may wish to consult it; 
the arrangeracnta for warming, ventilation, and light are perfect ; and the conve- 
niences such that it is believed the Library will be much more useful to studente 
than they have hitherto been able to make it. The Library now containa about 
ten thousand volumea, and an appropriation is made annually for the purchase 
of books and periodicala. 

The Law Library will also be removed before the beginning of another term, 
to a spacious and comfortable room adjoining the Lecture Hall, in the building 
nearly completed for the Law Department, Thia Library is open to students 
ten hours each day, ander such regulations as render it a convenient and suit- 
able place, not only for consultation, but also for regular study, to those who see 
fit to make use of it for that porpose. ' 

lu May. 18BS, the "Christian Library Association of the University of Mich- 
igan" was organized for the purpose of procuring, by donation and purohaee, 
without expense to the University, a Free Circnlaljng Library of moral and re- 
ligious works, for the use of all members of the University. Its affairs are to be 
managed by a Board of Directors, of which the President of the University is 
President ; two Directors are chosen by the Board of Regents ; two by the Fac- 
ultjes; two by the Students' Christian Association; and two by the Christian 
Library Association, from persona not connected with the University. 

II. Detroit Observatory. 

This Observatory, a donation of the citizens of Detroit, is now entirely fin- 
ished. It is situated half a mile from the University ground, on a hill IBO feet 
above the Huron River, from which is presented one of the most charming views 
in the country. The building consists of a main part, with a movable dome 21 
feet in diameter, and two wings, one of which contiuns the rooms for the oh- 
server, while in the other the aplendid Meridian-Circle, presented by H. N. 
W*iHER, Esq., of Detroit, is mounted. 

This instrument, which is one of the largest and best of its kind, was im- 
ported from Berlin. The focal length of its telescope is eight feet; the aperture 
of the object-glass, six French inches. It is furnished with two circles, a little 
more than three English feet in diameter, and with eight microscopes, by which 
the divisions of the circle can be read as near as one teuth of a second. The 
same room contains a siderial cloolt, made by Tikde, in Berlin, and two collima- 
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t«r3 north and south from the Meridian-Circle, for the determination of tin 

In tlie dome, a large telcaoope, with an objeotglass of thirteen Engllah 
in diameter, ia mounted. This instrument, which, in aizft, ia surpassed o 
the telescope in Cambridge, Mass., and by that in Pulkova, in Russia, wfl> 
by Mr. Frrz, of Now York,

III. The Museum-

4, A very large Zoological Collection, consisting, 1st, Of a complete suite of 
the Birda which viail Miehigan, with most of the HaiiuHola of the Stale ; a nearly 
complete series of the lUpHlen foand east of the Kocky Mountains ; two thou- 
sand species of MoUnsca, embracing all the land aod fresh-water forms of the 
Northern and Western States, and a considerable collection of Fishes and Eadiaia_ 
2d, Profeaaor Winchell's collections, embracing Laiul and Freali-viater Sheila, 
from all parts of the United States, and from Jamaica, W, I. ; osteologicul and 
microscopical preparatiojis, and two thousand specimens of laeeelx. Sd, The 
" Trctnbiidffe CdUction." This is an extensive series of specimens in all the 
classes of the Animal Kingdom, made by Lieut. Trowbridoe (late Professor in 
the University), upon tlie Pacific coast of our country; it furnishes a complete 
illustration of the Fa-ana of that coast, and will raise the University collection 
to a rank among the very first in the country.

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n. MUSEUM OP THE MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

The Anatamicat Museum has been seleLteJ and prepared Willi direct ref- 
erence to teaching. Although it is not deemed neceasary to ennmerate partic- 
ularly its contents, a few may be named to indicate the character of the collec- 

Bcsidcs containing a number of Adu/t '■if.eUlona articulated and separate, of 
the most perfect description, there are preparations illustrating ita various atages 
of deTelopment and change, from its hrst tudiminte of fmtti life to extreme 
old age ; and a variety of partial or complete akeletons of inferior animale, to | 
exhibit its various modifications. 

It contMDS, likewise, beautifully prepared kkiilh and Teeth, to illnstrate first 
and second dentitioD, and others shoning many of the diseases to which they 
are subject. 

Various Arterial J'repai'aliOTU, complete and partial, afford good fecilitieB 
for studying the Taacular system. 

Several hundred Alcaholie Preparatitm* of healthy and diseased structures 
— human and comparative — furnish important Md in iUustrating Physiology and 
Pathology : while models in plaster and papier nuUhi, with a valuable collection 
of Plates, Splirtta, and Sui-i)ieal lastraiHents, meet the wants of the more practi- 
cal branches. 

An important addition to these means of illustration has recently been made 
by an importation from. Europe of great beauty and value ; among which are 
a collection of bonea of the head, disarticulated and mounted, and an extended 
collection of Wax Models, itluetrative of various anatomical and pathological 
conditions, including representations of the anatomy of the pelvis and its con- 
tents, of several varieties of hernia, of specimens of smaU-pox and the vaccine 
disease, and of a lat^ number of cases in ophthalmic surgery, /tc. 

The D.'partment of the Muaeum illustrative of Materia Medica consists of a 
very complete suite of Crmie Oi-gaiiic Medicinal Subttanees, embracing between 
five and six hundred specimens, imported from Paris, put up in beautiful glass- 
covered half-gallon jars of uniform appearance, finely displayed, arranged accord- 
ing to their order in Natural History, and labeled in both French and English; 
besides about one thousand other specimens of Simple JUineral and Vegetabh 
Subftaiiee'. and PharmMe'itieal and Officinal Preparalioa), Aeiive Frineiplo, <to., 
arrBn<^ in groups convenient for study ; and altogether comprising a collection 
which, in amount, variety, and adapteduess to the purpoaaa of instruction, it is 
confidently believed, is not equaled by any of a similar character, even in the 
older Institutions in this country. 

Besides these actual specimiins. Medical Botany is illustrated by between 
one and two hundred large and finely-colored Plates, Iramed and glazed, and 
displayed for observation. 

A full suite of Inntrament!' uwd in Diseases of Females is deposited in the 
Museum, illustrating the surgical processes required in this class of cases; and 
the magnificent Portraits of CjUaneoua Diseases, by Dr. Ebashub Wilson, and 
the no less useful collection by Dr. Roarar Willis, illustrate very tolly this 
department of Pathology.

All the above collections are now arranged in connected Galleries, for tip 
purpose of rendering them attractive, as well as accessible, both to students and 
visitors. The Univer^ty thns affords a secure deposit for objects of valac or 
curiosity, where tliey can bo classified and exhibited to the best advantage, and 
be productive of the gi'eatcst amount of good. It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
Uie Moseum will receive accessions, not only through the direct acljon of the 
Board of Regents and of the Faculties, but also by donations from individuals, 
whether graduates, or Other friends of the Institntion. Valuable donations of 
this kind have ah'eady been made. 

The members of the class of 1 859, shortly before gradimtion, imported from 
Paris, for the Gallery of Statues, a splendid copy of the Laocoon, of the full 
sise of the original ; thus leaving within the halls of the University a noble 
monument of their public spirit, and of their affection for A Ima Mater, as well 
as an honorable example for those who shall hereafter fill their places. So 
token of grateful remembrance, whether bestowed by a class, or by an individual 
gradiinte, can be more acceptable to the Univeraity — certMuly none more beau- 
tifiil and appropriate — than an accurate copy of one of the great masterpieces 
of Ancient or Modern Sculpture. 
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IV. Expenses. 

Th Ij charge of the Institutiun (from whatever part of the country the 
t d nt m > cotne) is an admission fee of ten dollars, and an annual payment of 
fi d lla The fee of ten doHnrs entitles the atudent to the privileges of 
] m nt membership in any Department of the Universitj-. 

Th ft e no dormitoriea, and no commoofl, connected with the University. 
Stud nt btain board and lodging in private families, at prices varying from 
two to three and a half dollars per week. Clubs are also formed, by which the 
price of board is much reduced. 

Including board and washing, the necessary expense of a student for a 
year -will range from one hundred and twenty-five to one hundred and fifty 
dollars. 



In the Department of Literature, Science, and The Arts, there exist now 
three prescribed couraes of study ; the Clmmcal, in which students are gradu- 
ated as Bachelors of Arts ; the Scientific, in which students are graduated as 
Bachelors of Science; and the Course of CMl BngitieeTinr), in which tlie stu- 
denta will receive the diploma of Civil Engineer. 

In addition to the above, elective studies are introduced ; so that students, 
after having completed one year of the couraes for graduation, can proceed, not 
only to one or both of the others, to study the branches which peculiarly tieloQg 
to them, but citn select, also, particular sciences or subjects of prolonged study, 
extending through two, three, or more jeara accordmg to the nature of the 
science selected, or the degree of perfection at whnh they aim. The old idea 
of crowding all the science and hterafure into four arlitrary years is thus 
abrogated. 

Courses of four years' study are indeed still prescribed oince the state of 
our preparatory schools does not admit of an entire revolution at once ; but the 
amount of study allotted to each is only what experience has decided to be 
practicable within that period. But if any student fail in the stated examina- 
tions, he will he required to fali back to a lower class, and to review his studies 
as much as his case requires. 

The popular character of the University is worthy of notice. It is a pre- 
vailing opinion that the common achooi is the most popular of all our institu- 
tiODS of leamii^. This would he true, did the common school meet all the 
educational wants of the people, and were it the only one open to Uiem. But 
it certainly can not be true merely because the common school is the lonteit 
grade of ediicaljon, nnless we adopt the monstrous principle that the people are 
entitled only to the lowest grade. 

Ail civilized countries, and especiolly thoae having- popular forms of govern- 
ment — where the people share alike the sovereign power, sad are eligible to 
the civil offices— reqaire a great number of highly educated men. Indeed, the 
more widely the higher degrees of education are diffused, the better. But, 
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where the higher inatltutions of learning are so constituted as to ' 

only to the rich, and to priTilegett claBsee, they can not be popular liistitntiona. 

Now, the University of Miehigan is popular, in the stricteat eanse, whether 
we consider its course of study, oc the fact that it ia freely opened to all the 
people, without diatinction. If any wiah to ^ve their aona a claaaical education, 
with a view of introducing them into the Learned Profeasions, they find here 
the requisite oonrae of study. If any wiah to give their sons a purely Boientiiic 
edncatioB, or to introduce them to branches connected with the Mechanical 
Arta, with Manufactures, with Commerce, with Agriculture, or with Civil Ed- 
^eering, the requisite coursea are all here provided. 

By tlie introduction of courses for the higher degrees (ace page 49), the 
scope of the University is still more enlarged, and made to approximate still 
nearer to those grades of education which are properly embraced in the Univer- 
sity title. 

The University thus meets the wants of the people in aU the higher degrees 
of education. 

In the nest place, the Univeraity, having been endowed by the General 
Government, affords education witliout money and without price. There is no 
young man so poor, that industry, diligence, and perseverance, will not enable 
him to get an education here. 

The present condition of the University confirms this view of ita character. 
While the sons of the rich, and of men of more or leaa property, and, in large 
proportion, the aona of substantial farmers, mechanics, and mercliants, are edu- 
cated here, there is also a very considerable number of young men dependent 
eniicely upon their own exertjons — young men who, accnstomed to work on the 
farm, or in the mechanic's shop, have become smitten with the love of linowl- 
edge, and are manfully working their way through to a liberal education, by 
appropriating a portion of their time to the field or the workshop. 

Still further additions to the general ma(irieJ of education will, we trust, from 
time to time be made, aa ahaii in tlie process of development he required. 

VI. Endowment and Resources. 

The Univeraity of Michigan received from the United States a grant of two 
townships of land, which was placed under the control ot the State of Michigan, 
to be sold, and the proceeds applied to " the use and support " of the University. 
The sale of these lands has produecdafund, in the hands of the State as Trua- 
tee, now amounting to upwarda of (800,000, upon which interest, at the rate of 
seven per cent, per annum, is p^d, and which producea a reliable income of 
more than ........ |36,OO0 

It also receives from other sources, annaallj-, abont . . . 5,000

which the Institution has annually to operate with. Tlila sum ia sufficient to 
pay ita Professors and ell its ofSeera, ita contingent expenses, and to increase its 
librariee and other ineana of illustration every year gradually.
